_ Jack Dempsey: 

The arrival of Jack Dempsey in New York from the 
Adirondacks made quite a fistic stirin Gotham, where 
the Nonpareil is a great favorite. At his sporting house 
in Front street he met with a right royal welcome, and 
a large crowd of sports assembled to greet him. Demp- 
sey stated that he was eager to meet Charley Mitchell 
in the fistic arena for either of the purses offered by 
the Pacific Coast athletic clubs, preferring to contend 
for the California Athletic Club’s purse, because he 
vromised them he would box under their manage- 
ment if he ever figured in a glove contest on the Pacific 
Slope. 

A contest between Mitchell and Dempsey would cre- 
ate a furore, not only in prize ring circles, but in ali 
parts of the world, owing tu the fact that both men

Mitch- 
ell denies that he and McCaffrey are matched. Friends 
of the nien have been talking about a meeting between 
them. but nothing whatever in the nature of a match 
has yet been decided upon: Mitchell has left with Kil- 
rain for Chicago. The English champion feels delight- 
ed over the way his hand is impfoving since Surgeon 
Dougherty, of Philadelphia, took him tinder treatment, 
and declares that it is a question of a short time when 
some of his challengers will have to fight or else ac- 
knowledge his superiority. 

Should Mitchell and Dempsey ratify a match, the 
Nonpareil will then be urged to meet Jack Fogarty 
in the magic circle in a match for $2,500 a side and the 
middle-weight championship of America, a title which 
Dempsey holds.

Mr. John Scannell. of New York, will be named for final stake- 
holder, and Mr. Al Smith, well known in sporting circles, will 
be acceptable to Kilrain as referee. 

Judging from these terms offered by the champion, if Sullivan 
and the syndicate who are backing him are in earnest, there 
should be no hitch in arranging the preliminaries when the 
pugiliste and their backers meet in Canada to consummate the 
match. 

It is the universal desire of the general, and especially the 
sporting, public, to witness a contest in which Kilrain, the pride 
of Baltimore, and Sullivan, the pet of Boston, will meet face to 
face in the arena and decide the question of supremacy and the 
fistic championship of the world. 

If the match Is ratified and the battle decided, the encounter 
between these famous fistic heroes will create a wide-spread in- 
terest, not only in the United States, but in both hemispheres. 
Th is of p is will be wagered on the result In England, 
while thousands of dollars will be bet and invested by the ad- 
mirers of both pugilists in this country. 

Regarding the proposed match, the N. Y. Sun, Dec. 16, says: 
Jake Kilrain arrived in New York yesterday forenoon, and was 
met by his friend Mitchell, Dr. Doherty, and a number of his 
admirers, who think he is entitled to championship honors, and 
who are willing to bet he will down John L. Sullivan when they 
meet. Jake said that he had left his wife and family at Balti- 
more snugly esconsed in their new home, and he was ready to 
talk business to Sullivan and his followers. . 

After breakfast Kilrain and Mitchell strolled about town, and 
about four o'clock went tothe POLICE GAZETTE office, where 
they were closeted with Richard K. Fox for sometime. After an 
hour’s close conference Mitcheli{popped through the door leading 
to Mr. Fox’s sanctum. and intimated that the matter was settled, 
and that his friend Jake wonld fight Sullivan, and that the $5,000 
on deposit at the Clipper office would be covered by to-day. 

“Who will back Kilrain ?” the reporter asked. 

“I represent Jake, and am his manayer. A friend of his will 
put up the money, and Sullivan will not be hurried in the 
slightest. We are anxious to have him in the very best physical 
condition, so that the contest shall be decided solely on the 
merits of the men. John can take tho best care in the world of 
himself from now until we return from our Western sparring 
tour, which will be something under a month, and I will then 
xo with him to Canada, or any other place he may name, talk 
the matter over and arrange every dotail. We shall do nothing 
here that will leave us open to the law. I’ve had too much ot 
that sort of thing already, having been arrested and locked up 
after nearly every fight in which I’ve taken part. No, I will not 
divulge the name of the man who Is behind Kilrain.”’ 

“I refuse to say whoit is, or whether it is Jake himself who 
will post the money.” 

Kilrain was seen later inthe day. While not at all boisterous 
in his opitiion, he Is confident that he can defeat Sullivan in a 
fight toa finish. He is in splendid health, and was the picture 
of an athlete yesterday. 

One would suppose that a sporting Journal like the N. Y. Clip- 
per, which professes to hold stakes in matches of all descriptions, 
would, when it publishes a challenge and announces that It has 
received a deposit to back up sald chalienge, also publish the re- 
ply of the acceptor of said challenge, and in justice to the latter 
state in its columns that the money has been covered. 

On Dec. 8 John L. Sullivan and a syndicate called at the New 
York Clipper office, and, it is alleged, posted $5,000 and issued 
a challenge to meet Champion Jake Kilrain for $10,000, according 
to the new rules of the prize ring, and the championship of the 
word. 

On Dec. 16, in order to be in time for the next issue of the pa- 
per, a reply was Issued, and Richard Roe, with a party of Kil- 
rain’s friends, visited the Clipper office with an acceptance of 
Sullivan’s challenge and $5,000 ready to put up, to show that 
Kilrain was in earnest. The manager of the New York Clipper 
refused to accept the $5,000 ur even give Kilrain’s friends a re- 
ceipt.

The selection of a referee is another important 
point in the bringing off of an important match of any kind. It 
behooves the backers of wrestlefs, oarsmen, pedestrians and 
pugilists to keep their weather eye open in regard to choosing 
this official, for he may be a bosom friend of one of the princi- 
pals or his backer, or he may be prejudiced against one or the 
other of the contestants, or controlled by parties interested in 
the contest one way or the other. The result then would be, if

Sullivan has determined to take no notice of the 
challenge recently issued by Dominick McCaftrey, of Philadol- | 
phia.

I am 
under the impression that he makes it a point to blackguard 
people he knows can whip him, I'd be ashamed to talk fight if 
any man ever humiliated me as badly as Mitchell did him. That 
day ho was the most humble man I evor saw, and was only saved 
from a whipping by the intervention of his triends. To show 
what kind of a man he is, he wrote Pat Killen a letter in which 
he asked the big Northwestern coward to spar at the proposed 
Sullivan benefit in Boston.
